The perusal of this faoble, eloquent article will ^ 
afford a high degree ef satisfaction and encourage- , 
ment. We havie not labored in vain. He avows dis- i 
fmctly the liberty party objacts,and this may doubt¬ 
less he regarded as an incipient step towards the 
liberty ticket in Kentucky. But he must emanci¬ 
pate his slaves as Mr Birney did, or his incansis- 
tency will destroy him. 

Mr. Clay’s contradictory avowal of those in- 
fidel principles, so deeply interwoven into the old 
parties, is painful. He says Christians should mod¬
